REPORT OF THE BOARD OF EDUCATION 


OF THE 


TOWN OF ROLLINSFORD 


For the Year Ending February 15, 1941 


Another school year has rolled around, and its rec- 
ord has been indelibly written upon the lives and char- 
acters of our future citizens. We are pleased to note 
that our schools are prosperous and the good work goes 
steadily on. Two rooms in Village Hall have been 
fitted up and painted, and today we have two school- 
rooms very pleasing and appropriate to our little ones. 
Sullivan and Turnpike school houses have been shin- 
gled. Unless something new occurs our expenses for 
repairs will be quite small for the coming year. As yet 
we have not received our share of the school money as 
voted by the Legislature of 1909, but expect a sum in 
excess of that allowed us last year. We have been 
obliged to make some change in our list of teachers. 
Miss Murphy and Miss Lawlor are teaching in Dover. 
Teachers who have qualified themselves by a course at 
Normal or Training schools are very much in demand, 
and if we retain them we must expect to keep pace with 
prices paid in other places. Measles and mumps have 
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prevailed to quite an extent among our pupils, especially 
the lower grades, which may effect the per cent. of at- 
tendance for the school year. We have adopted the 
Palmer system of penmanship in the schools, employing 
Miss Flossie Brewer as teacher, who has rendered effi- 
cient aid to teacher and pupil in their writing. 


We wish once more to thank the public for their 
cordial support of our schools.
